“St. Valentine, 

When maids do sigh, and at the break of day

‘Lo know what happy swain the fates provide 
A mate for life. Then follow quick discharge 
Of true-love knots, and sonnets neatly penned.” Gay, 

The now almost-forgotten custom of choosing “ loving friends ” 
on Saint Valentine’s Day is probably the remains of an ancient 
superstition in the Church of Rome, of choosing patrons on this 
day to protect them from the evil spirits that were thought to walk 
at this season. 

Valentine, who was a Roman bishop, was beheaded under the 
Emperor Valerianus in the year 278. 

‘The peasant girls in the country still imagine that the first un- 
married man they gee on the morning of this day will be their lover. 
“ Saint Valentine, the day when birds of kind 
Their gentle mates with mutual chirpings find, 

I early rose, just at the break of day, 

Before the sun had chased the stars away; 
Afield I went, amid the morning dew, 

To milk my kine (for so should housewives do); 
The first 1 spied, and the first swain we see, 

In spite of fortune, shall our true love be.” 


As witchcraft was much connected in the minds of young and 
old with “ love passages” and family matters in the age to which 
we allude, it will not be inappropriate here to say a word or two 


on the subject. 


Down to the reign of James I. various statutes were passed 
making witchcraft felony, without benefit of clergy ; during which 
period many innocent persons, particularly old women, distressed 
by poverty and old age, fell victims to these cruel acts, which re- 


mained unrepealed until 1736! 


The author of ‘* The Gentle Shepherd,” a Scotch pastoral, makes 
an old woman give a very good and, philosophical account of the 


folly of the people :— 
** Hard luck, alake! when poverty and eild 
Weeds out of fashion; and a lanely bield, 
With a sma’ cast of wiles, should in a twitch 
Gie ane the hatefu’ name—‘ a wrinkled witch!’ ” 

Sir E. Bridges, in his ‘ Memoirs of the House of Peers of the 
Time of James I.,” mentions the following curious circumstance, 
and which is said to have occasioned the famous act in that reign 
against sorcery :— 

“The Karl of Rutland, by his second wife, had two sons, Henry 
and John, who both died in their infancy from the effects, as was 
supposed at the time, of wicked practice and sorcery, Joan Flower 
and her two daughters, Margaret and Philippa, servants at Belvoir 
Castle, were dismissed for neglect of business and various misde- 
meanours. This excited their revenge against the family. They, 
therefore, made use of all the enchantments, spells, and charins, 
which were at that time supposed to answer their malicious pure 

oses, Henry, the eldest son, died soon after their dismissal, 

september, 1613, notwithstanding which no suspicion of witel- 
craft arose till five years afterwards, when the woman and her two 
daughters, who are said to have entered into a formal contract with 
the devil, and become devila tneatnate themselves, were accused 
of ‘ murdering Henry Lord Ros by witeheraft, and torturing the 
Lord Francis his ide pk! bbe died shortly after), and the Lady 
Katharine, his sister.’ cing apprehended five years after the 
supposed fact, after vartous examinations before Francis Lord Wil- 
loughby of Eresby, Sir George Manners, Sir William Pelham, Sir 
Henry Hastings, Dr. Samuel Heming, rector of Bottesford, and 
other, his Majesty’s justices of the peace for the said parts of the 
country, they were committed to Lincoln gaol, Joan Flower died 
at Ancaster on her way thither, by wishing the bread and butter 
she ate might choak her if she was guilty.

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS, 


(From our own Correspondent.) 

Tt cannot be denied that the Freneh Government has contrived 
to throw Paris into a state of considerable agitation by the needless 
and impolitic measure of cutting down the trees of berty, The 
measure was announced as being merely intended for the purpose 
of removing dead trees, and such trees as impeded public thorough- 
fares; but in practice it has been extended to trees of liberty, dead 
or alive, and whether they impeded the public way or not, The 
Constitutionnel is, therefore, though unusually tolerant, not quite 
correct in saying to the people of Paris that they can have little 
love for their capital if they would retain these long, wretched, 
withered poles to obstruet the corners of the streets, 

The departure of Viscount d’Arlineourt for Rome has been the 
source of much speculation and amusement. It is now aseertalned 
that, guided by the Quixotic temperament which had caused him so 
long to maintain singlehanded the eudgels in defence of the honour 
and virtue of the Hourbons, he is bent upon the re-establishment of 
the holy order of the Knighta of St. John of Jerusalem, who are to 
be enrolled for the defence of religion and the Pope.

A letter from Spain tells me that the Carnival may be eald to 
have already commenced in Madrid, to judge by the numerous 
balls and banquets that keep the beau monde of Madrid in & ton. 
tinual whirl of dissipation; and, as usual on such occasions, sedate 
Hymen follows closely on the twinkling footsteps of ‘l'erpsichore,

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the Munozes (a daughter of Queen Christina) with the Duke de 
Frias’s son; and the nephew of General Narvaez with a daughter of 
the Countess of Espeja. ‘The latter are now in France, and it is 
expected that on their return to Madrid the nuptials will be ccle- 
brated with a splendour befitting the heir presumptive to the titles 
and fortune of the Duke of Valencia.

The delicate health of the Queen has caused the postponement of 
the accustomed festivities at court during the carnival. The official

The commercial state of Paris for the last week does not 
differ in any important point from that of the preceding year, 
The present is always the dead season, yet the balls and convivial 
entertainments, which are more frequent than at any similar period 
for some years past, still afford employment for those who are en- 
gaged in the fabrication of articles of Juxury; and the numerous 
orders which have been received from abroad, and particularly from 
Egypt, for rich furniture, will for the next two or three months 
occupy very patpet | the cabinetmakers of the Faubourg St. An- 
toine, as also the upholsterers and lacemen of the same quarter. 
Yet a stagnation is apparent in many other branches of industry ; 
and the houses that deal in bronzes, and in what are known gene- 
rally as articles de Paris, have been obliged to dismiss several of 
their workmen until the season returns for new orders, I understand 
that the dealers in silks and velvet stuffs have not realized the 
large profits they expected from the last month of the year, and 
which would have compensated them for the advanced price they 
paid for the materiel. 

The Prefect of Police has recently issued a placard concerning 
the regulations to be observed during the carnival. Persons dis- 
guised or travestied will not be allowed to carry weapons or 
sticks. No one will be permitted to appear masked in the public 
streets before ten o’clock in the morning or after six in the even- 
ing. On Ash Wednesday no one will be allowed to appear masked 
or disguised in the public streets after twelve o’clock in the day, 

The orders for costly furniture for the Emperor Soulouque have 
not been completed, owing to some difficulties in the way of pay- 
ment, Soulouque offered to the mannfacturers sugar and coflee 
instead of cash, but the tradesmen honoured by this imperial 
patronage are unwilling to undergo the trouble of negotiating with 
the commission-agents of Paris and Havre for the sale of these 
articles, It is also probable that the uncertain position of his 
Majesty has influenced their deelsion, As it {s, the orders remain 
uncompleted until new advices be revetved from Hayti, 

The departure of the French fleet for the Plrous set every one 
talking and surmixing, and considerably depressed the funds at the 
Passage de l'Opéra pro tem. 

The recent street-fight had no corresponding effect. De Lamar-

We have great pleasure in placing before our readers & Tequle 
sition addressed to Alderman Ferebrother which appeared in 
the Times of Thursday last, It is as follows:— af 

“A Requisition to Charles Farebrother, Esq. Alderman, &¢. 
President of the Distressed Needlewomen’s Society tS, a 
undersigned, tradesmen of London, anxious for the welfare 0 aout 
industrious artisans, have learned, through, the practical exer ah 
of the Society for the Relief of the Distressed Needlewomen, t 
the system of WORKHOUSE LABOUR hae been discontinued, 
but the greater evil still exists, namely, that of PRISON LAB t, 
to the great detriment of those depending on their honest industry, 
Desirous of publicly expressing our opinion against this system 0 
prison labour, to the prejudice of the honest mechanic, We Reda 
fully and most earnestly request you will be good enough to preside 
at a Public Meeting, at your convenience, and we pledge ourselves 
to support you on that occasion,” 


This document, whose brevity bears an inverse proportion 
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to its vital importance, has been signed by upwards of THREE 
HUNDRED London tradesmen of the highest respectability, and 
who represent, perhaps, the greatest part of that employment 
on which needlewomen haye to depend, 

We have often said that there necded only a public agitation 
on the distresses of the hapless class whose history has of late 
been read with but one feeling on the part of all right-minded 
persons, to call forth the co-operation of men who, above 
all others, are capable of influencing, for good or evil, the 
needlewoman’s fate. This requisition justifies our predic- 
tions; and let us say, at the same time, that it goes far 
to justify the conduct of those who have signed it, and 
to prove that they have not been willing acecessorics to 
that oppression which’ has operated so wofully. They, 
themselves, have acted under the force of necessity; and we 
cannot, in the face of the public appearance they now make, 
believe otherwise than they have deeply regretted the combi- 
nation of circumstances which has prevented them from giving 
a fair day’s wages for a fair day’s work. Their requisition 
alleges two causes as producing the needlewoman’s distress— 
WORKHOUSE LABOUR, and Prison LABOUR, ‘The latter remains 
in baneful operation; and the London tradesmen have set 
themselves the honourable task of rooting it up, and restoring, 
if it be possible, the honest mechanic to his and her rightful 
position, 

At the foot of this advertisement there is the following 
paragraph, to which we are anxious to give every publicity :— 

‘In consequence of having received the above requisition, I 
hereby appoint Tuesday, the 12th inst., for such meeting to be held 
at the Hanover-square Rooms, at One for Two o’clock precisely, 

“OC, FAnenroruen, Alderman,” 

At last, then, this subject is likely to meet the attention it 
deserves. We cannot suppose such a thing as that the meeting 
should fail to be crowded, and to transmit its important 
facts through the journals to every part of the kingdom. 
What a monstrous perversion of justice, that the criminals of 

ingland should eat up the patrimony of her industrious 
children ; that those who have preserved honour and industry 
should be left to starve, while the market, to which they have 
a sole right, is taxed to support the degenerate men and women 
who have set society and all its laws at defiance! But we are 
grateful to think that the days of this iniquity are numbered ; 
that the poor and the honest “shall enjoy their own again.” 
And we trust that if prison authorities cannot be brought to 
admit the righteousness of this principle, and to confine the 
labour of their protégés to prison wants—making one rogue 
cobble and tailor for another rogue—the tradesmen of London, 
to a man, will combine to refuse the productions of felon 
industry. We know well that no English mother or father 
would rest content to see their families wearing apparel, not so 
much because it was wrought by felon hands, as because the 
price was cheapened at the expense of the lawful comforts and 
necessaries of honest and high-principled women, Alderman 
Farebrother and his friends may, therefore, be assured that in 
ussembling in this righteous cause they are fighting with the 
sympathies of the whole country on their side; and in that 
conviction we urge every tradesman who is holding back to 
give in his adhesiou to their efforts at once, and share the 
Jaurels with which, either in triumph or defeat, they must bo 
crowned, 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


In the House or Lorps, on Monday, the Lord Chancellor 
brought in a bill, which was read a first time, to unite the offices of 
Registrar of the Court of Bankruptcy and the Lord Chancellor’s 
Secretary in Bankruptcy.—Lord Stanley put several questions as to 
the demands which our Government had lately made on that of 
Greece. The Marquis of Lansdowne stated that those pro- 
ceedings had been resorted to for the purpose of procuring a redress 
of grievances of many years’ duration. He had no objection to 
produce all the papers, The Karl of Aberdeen snid it appeared 
to him that the Government had not only brought themselves into 
arash and unadvised position with respect to GRRECH, but into a 
very serious difficulty with France and Russia, 


On Tuesday the Bishop of London moved the first reading of 
a bill to regulate proceedings against clergymen accused of holding 
heresy and false doctrine, its most important feature being the 
erection of a new Court of Appeal in all such suits. —On Lord Mon- 
teagle making some remarks in connection with a Railway Audit 
Bill, Larl Granville said he believed that it was the intention of the 
directors of certain companies to introduce a bill for railway audits, 
and the Government had resolved to wait and see what the character 
of that bill might be before they proposed any measure of their own. 

On Thursday several petitions were presented at the sitting 
which was of brief duration, 

In the House or Commons, on Monday, Mr, Milner Gibson 
asked the Foreign Secretary for information as to the rumoured 
state of affairs in Greece. Lord Palmerston briefly stated that 
differences had arisen, and that Admiral Parker had received orders 
to assist Mr. Wyse in bringing about a satisfactory termination to 
those differences. The Government had received an account of an 
interview between Mr. Wyse and the representatives of the Greek 
Government, which had ended unpleasantly, and “ here,’’ added 
Lord Palmerston (amid the laughter of the House), ‘ the account 
breaks off.”—On the report on the Address being brought up, Mr. 
Disracli complained of the meagre and suspicious phraseology of the 
Royal Speech in reference to our relations with foreign powers, 
He said that we had glided from “ relations of a very friendly 
character’’ to a mere statement that we were not at war. The 
report was finally agreed to, and the House adjourned at half-past 
twelve. 

On Tuesday Mr. Drummond obtained leave to bring ina dill to 
facilitate the transfer of real property; Mr. Moffatt, a bill to amend 
the law relating to bankrupt members of the House; and Mr, W, 
Fagan, a bill to make life policies of insurance assignable at law. 

On. Wednesday, in the Cryton Inquiry affair, Lord John 
Russell, in answer to Mr, Disraeli, said that he should regard a 
censure on Earl Grey as a censure on himself. The galleries were 
cleared for a division, The numbers were—For Mr. Disraeli’s 
amendment, 68; against it, 140: majority against it, 72, Mr 
Hume then moved that the witnesses required by the ‘committee 
should be immediately sent for, by that day’s India mail. Lord 
J. Russell opposed the motion, as, if the former were a motion of 
censure on the Government, this was a motion of censure upon the 
committee, Last session all the evidence taken was against the 
Government. It was vot very unfair to let the witnesses for the 
Colonial-office be now heard. The galleries were again cleared 
when the numbers were—For Mr, Hume’s motion, 100 : against 
it, 109; majority against, 9. Leis

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GOLDSMITH. 

There are many poems in the English language of loftier merit, 
and more loudly applauded, than ‘‘ ‘The Deserted Village ’’—not one 
so universally Jeloved. ‘There are many poets and authors amongst 
the literary men of England who rank much higher in our esteem 
and approbation than Goldsmith,—not one whose memory calls up 
a kinder feeling. We smile at his follies, we reprehend his culpable 
imprudence ; the brow bends somewhat sternly at those departures 
from perfect rectitude of conduct into which sometimes want, and 
sometimes vanity, betray him; but the native goodness of his heart 
is such that we soon begin to pardon, and end always with the lan- 
guage of affection, His very weaknesses contribute to that feeling 
of tenderness which hangs about his memory. Men like to admire ; 
men like also to overlook, to pity, and reprove. ‘The character 
that gives occasion for all these is sure to be highly popular. The 
foibles of Goldsmith, his blunders of conduct, his precipitancy, his 
incurable improvidence, the dullest observer can note and repre- 
hend; whilst the coldest of men must warm at that unfailing bene- 
volence, that genial heart of friendship, that sweet clemency of dis- 
position, that untutored charity, which more than covers all his 
transgressions, The man whom we all can censure, and whom all 
must love, was, moreover, the 
author of ‘‘ ‘The ‘Traveller’ and 
“The Deserted Village.” 

Strange, that one whom the 
simplest of his readers can look 
down at, as from a superior stand- 
ing-point,—who in his conduct ap- 
peared, and was to the last, a very 
child, always to be chidden, coun- 
selled,criticized,reproved,—should 
yet have seized upon the heart of 
all England, wise and simple. This 
truant from study, this vagabond 
tourist, futing for bed and board, 
or subsisting no one knows how, 
has given us a survey of the seve- 
ral countries of Europe, and their 
national character, as truthful as 
it is poetic. And our English 
village home, and our own rural 
landscape, so dear to the national 
taste—this homeless wanderer saw 
them as none other had seen 
before, and gave them back to us 
with added endearment. They 
live for ever in his verse, as the 
pleasant banks endure for ever in 
the lucid, flowing stream, which at 
once reflects and vivifies them, 
Sir Christopher Wren could claim 
the whole of our metropolitan 
eathedral for his monnment. 
Every village church in England 
is a monument to Goldsmith, 
Livery cottage in the village speaks 
of him; we seem to hear his name 
in the ticking of the clock that 
stands behind the door; we hear 
it on the green or across the com- 
mon, in the distant shout of the 
boys let loose from school: the 
whole landscape has been made 
his own, 

{f an illustration were wanted of 
that subtle quality, or rare combi- 
nation of qualities, which we 
designate by the name of genius— 
which comes not at our bidding, 
which no learned discipline can 
secure, which grows up by an edu- 
cation of its own—an education 
lawless, capricious, indescribable, 
imperceptible to any but the 
learner himself, and not recog- 
nised by him till the hour of study 
has long since passed——we could 
not point to one more perfect than 
may be found in the intellectual 
history of Goldsmith. School- 
masters, tutors, colleges, profes- 
sors, can make nothing of him; 
he has neither patience nor indus- 
try, nor perhaps much aptitude, 
to gain anything from them, 
“ Never was so dull a boy; he 
seemed impenetrably stupid,”’ said 
Miss Delap, the schoolmistress, 
who has to teach him his letters, 
He is the same at school, the same 
at college. Every teacher tells 
the same story; every teacher 
finds him impenetrably stupid. 
He can learn nothing that others 
learn, or as others learn it. At 
the University of Dublin he makes 
nofigure, In the lecture-room he 
is an idler, or he isatruant. He 
is ‘fa lounger at the college 
gates.’ Butheisa student there ! 
He is reading something in these 
streets of Dublin. There, or in any 
book picked up by chanee, he finds 
his lecture-room. In this process 
of study he has quite uncon- 
sciously taught himself to write 
ballads which the street musician 
sings and finds profitable, extract- "| Bas 
ing therewith from many & pocket 
—surely no slight testimony to 
their power—the halfpence de- 
yoted to apples and gingerbread. Goldsmith steals out at night 
and hears them sung. 

He is designed by his— good uncle Contarine for the church; he 
presents himself to the bishop for ordination, and is rejected, Some 
tiave laid the blame upon a pair of scarlet breeches, in which he 
thought fit to array himself for episcopal inspection. But the whole 
scholastic career of the youth plainly demonstrates that it was not 
the outward or the nether man that was in fault.

NEWS. OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Francz.—Panris.—CoLiisiIoN BETWEEN THE TROOPS AND 
THE PRopLE—SevVERAL WounpDkeD,—On Monday night the dis- 
affected denizens of the Faubourg St. Martin assembled in great 
numbers, and blood was shed. The origin of the émeute was the 
attempt by the police to cut down the tree of liberty in the Rue St. 
Martin. Hisailmcee assemblages began to be grouped around 
them as they commenced the work of demolition, and the police 
were speedily compelled to seek for safety in flight. The troops 
then arrived, and a collision took place, in the course of which five 
men were seriously wounded, two mortally; but so dense was 
the crowd that it is difficult to obtain any accurate information. 
The wounded were carried off on brancards to the hospital. 
General de Lamoricidre had a narrow escape: he was dragged 
from his carriage by the mob, and would probably have been 
torn to pieces had he not succeeded in getting into a cabinet 
de lecture, from which he escaped by a back door. The President 
evinced more magnanimity than prudence in liberating the insur- 
gents. There is little prospect of anything very serious occurring. 
General Changarnier has 100,000 men under arms. Detachments 
of National,Guards march up the Boulevards. Paris remains in a 
considerable degree of excitement. 

SPaAIn.—-Mapnuip.—The new French ambassador, M. de Bour. 
going, had an audience of the Queen, last week, to present his 
credentials. 

Avstrta,—Drraprut Storm anv Loss or Lirg.—About 108 
artillerymen received orders to march from Nicholsdorf to Paren- 
dorf. When on the road which leads across a great heath, they 
were surprised by such a terrific snow-storm that they soon com- 
pletely lost their way, and many of them were frozen to death. A 
few who, after suffering inexpressibly, managed to reach some of 
the neighbouring villages, sent out the peasantry in search of their 
unfortunate comrades; but, alas! the twenty or twenty-five firat 
found, among whom was the captain of the company, were already 
dead. The captain was on his knees; the rest have since been 
brought in, either dead or so frozen that there is but little hope of 
their recovery. 

HunGARy,—Kolossy and two others concerned in the death of 
Count Lamberg were hanged, at Pesth, on Jan. 23, 

Prussta.—The crisis at Berlin is over, King Frederick Wil- 
liam, on the 6th instant, took a solemn oath to the constitution, and 
Prussia (nominally at least) enters the ranks of constitutional 
monarchies. The Prussian Moniteur publishes the new Prussian 
constitution, The second message of the King, ratifying his assent 
to the decisions of the two Chambers, was read by the Prime 
Minister, 

Tunrkxy.—-The Journal des Débats publishes the following letter 
from Kossuth to Reschid Pasha, on the subject of his letter to Lord 
Palmerston :—“ Choulma, Jan, 2.—-Highness,—It is one of the 
consequences of my present situation that intelligence of the 
political events and final decisions of the Sublime Porte reaches me 
either too late or in a garbled state. The letter which I had sent 
to Lord Palmerston was written at 4 moment when I was fully 
convinced that I had no ehoice left save that between abjuration 
and extradition. But I owe it in justice to the honour of the 
Ottoman Government and to that of your Highness to declare that 
before even that letter could have reached Lord Palmerston, his 
Majesty the Sultan and his Government had spontaneously and 
unconditionally pronounced their noble and courageous decision in 
favour of non-extradition, Had their decision been known to mea 
few days sooner, the letter to Lord Palmerston would never have 
been sent,’ 

Unirep Stares.— The yoyal mail-steamer Canada, Captain 
Harrison, arrived at Liverpool on Monday morning, after one of the 
most rap voyages ever known, She left New York on the 23rd, 
and Halifax the morning of the 26th inst., and has therefore made 
the voyage in 11} days, 

Philadelphia.—It is gratifying to observe that several letters 
from reliable sources in Washington agree that there is but little 
doubt to be entertained of an amicable settlement of the Nicaragua 
difficulty. On dit that the right of way for a ship canal will be 
guaranteed both by the United Atates and Great Britain; that Sir 
Henry Bulwer will disavow some things that have been done by 
Mr. Chatfield, while it is already admitted that Mr. Squiers, the 
United States agent in Central America, acted without due 
authority from his Government, in most of the recent transactions. 
Quite a sensation has heen produced, both within and without the 
walls of Congress, by a very important message from President 
Taylor, in relation to California and other new states, The conelu- 
sions of the Presidentare thus summed up:—I. He takes ground in 
favour of the constitutional right of the people of any new state to 
decide for themselves, as to whether there shall or shall not be slayer 
therein,-2, He warmly urges the admission of California, inasmue 
as the people of that territory have alreaded adopted a constitution 
with great unanimity, and are about teseek to become a member of the 
confederacy.-3. He is for postponing all further action by Congress 
in relation to the other new territories, who shall, like those of Cali- 
fornia, adopt constitutions for themseltes. I learn, by the way, that 
the President is not favourable to the admission of the Mormon state 
of Deseret as a Mormon state—that is, not with any governmental 
religion.—-4. The diffleulty with Texas, as to her claim of a boundary 
which would include Santa I'é, should be definitively settled before 
any new state should be admitted within such disputed boundary, 
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A message has also been delivered to Congress from the President» 
recommending an appropriation for the purpose of fitting out an 
expedition to go in search of Sir John Franklin. The grand jury 
in Boston have found a true bill against Professor Webster for 
the murder of Dr. Parkman, and his trial will probably take place 
at the present term of the Supreme Court in Massachusetts. . The 
accused has been in close confinement since the discovery of the 
remains, but his general health remains good, and he retains his 
self-possession and calmnesa of spirits. ‘The sensation produced 
by this horrible tragedy hag not at all abated. No new items of 
evidence, on which reliance can be placed, have transpired. 
Governor Ujhazy and the other Hungarian exiles continue to be 
the objects of universal attention and sympathy, ‘They have 
recently visited the city of Washington, where they met with a 
cordial reception from the President and the heads of departments. 
A resolution has been introduced into the Senate of the United 
States to grant them a portion of the public domain free of all 
charge. An addition to their company is daily expected by the 
arrival of thirty-six exiles from Comorn, and liberal provision has 
been made for their accommodation by the Hungarian Committee 
of New York, 

California,—News to Dec, 1, 1849,—The modern Pactolus of 
the Pacific is very likely to become a river of death as well as of 
gold, owing to the setting in of the rainy season of California a 
month earlier than in former yeara. The majority of the miners 
are still in the mountain gorges, or on the rills and tributaries of 
the Rio Sacramento, with scarcely any provisions; and the un- 
usually early rains and immense inundations of the river must 
prevent the yeturn of most of them to San Francisco. How are 
they to live? The rainy season continues for five months, some- 
times six, The opinion ia that much and deadly sickness, and

Upon resigning his share in the 
conduct of Punch, Mr. Mayhew was engaged for some time in 
scientific researches; and next appeared in print, in conjunction 
with his brother, Mr. Augustus Mayhew, as author of ‘“ The Good 
Genius that turned Everything into Gold,” a fairy tale, showing a 
tender moral clad in bright imagery. The brothers Mayhew then 
wrote two or three highly-successful serials, viz., ‘‘ The Greatest 
Plague of Life,” ‘* Whom to Marry, 
and Howto get Married,” &c.; and 
now the public are indebted to Mr. 
H. Mayhew, as the originator and 
writer, for the metropolis, of papers 
which are in the course of publica- 
tion in the Morning Chronicle, under 
the title of “ Labour and the Poor.” 
The temperate, truthful, and philo- 
sophie spirit in which the abounding 
tragedies of the London alleys and 
cellars have been placed before the 
country has met with general ap- 
plause ; and it was with great satis- 
faction that we noticed, a few days 
ago, a public announcement that 
Mr. Henry Mayhew had been ho- 
noured with a private interview by 
Sir George Grey.

CLEMENCE ISAURE; OR, THE FLORAL GAMES OF 
TOULOUSE, 


(For Iustration see page 75.) 

In attempting to retrace what is known of Clémence Isaure’s life, 
we are led ta give some account of the institution to which her 
name is chiefly attached. There has been for several centuries, in 
Toulouse, a saciety formed for the encouragement of letters; this 
society, under various names and with same alterations in its 
statutes, has withstood the destructive effects of time and political 
agitations. It has, however, euffered at intervals, and had to be 
remodelled at two distinct periods, butit never ceased to exist; and, 
founded in 1323, at the present time it keeps its annual festivities 
in all their pristine splendour, But we must see it at its birth, 

In the fourteenth century seven minstrels, called in the South of 
France, Troubadours, formed an association, or Collége du Gai 
Savoir, to keep up and improve the beautiful dangue Romane, and 
encourage its poetical use, ‘They accordingly offered a prize for the 
best poem in that tongue. A gold violet was awarded in the month 
of May to the most successful poet in a garden of the suburbs. 
The season of the year, the place of meeting, the prize itself, con- 
tributed to procure the festivity the name of the Floral Games 
( Jeux Floreaux); and when the number of prizes was increased, it 
was with the addition of other gold or silver flowers. The violet 
was for an ode, the wild rose for a danse, and the marigold fora 
pastoral. The College of the Gai Savoir published the poetical 
rules and regulations to which they expected the competitors ta 
conform, Ae these rules they sent wherever the langue Romane 
was spoken. John, King of Arragon, thus became desirous of a 
similar institution, in his dominions; he sent an embassy to 
Charles VI. of France, to demand the assistance of some Langue- 
docian poets, His request was granted, and an institution formed at 
Barcelona, which was likewise imitated at Tortosa, 

From the end of the fourteenth century to the lifetime of Clémence 
Isaure the institution in Toulouse suffered a gradual decline; the 
silver flowers which had been added to the prizes were reduced to 
a very slender value, and even the violet, designated at first Fleur 
souveraine, was no longer in gold, butin silver, ‘he cread of a 
siege by the English, about the middle of the fourteenth century, 
had induced the destruction of the suburb where the meetings used 
to take place, which were then transferred from the shade of a 
laurel-tree in the garden to the interior of the capitol (the town- 
house). At this time we hear of Clémence Isaure, born about 
1460, Her father was himself a notable man of letters; an ode of 
his is stillextant, Clémence’s taste was thus early developed. She 
became attached to a young warrior, who found an untimely end on 
the field of honour, Olémence remained true to her blighted love, 
rejocted every subsequent proposal; and, devoting the rest of her 
life to the Muses, she gave vent to her sorrow in several poems. 
Considering the revival of the floral games as the best means of 
employing her talents and fortune, she restored the flowers to their 
proper value-—ansisted at the distribution of them on several 
occasions, and, at her death, bequeathed to the town property toa 
large amount, with strict ordera to maintain the institution she 
thus took under her Proweaay Her will expressed the desire that 
the magistrates should forfeit the legacy if they did not observe the 
injunction of celebrating the floral games, and scattering roses on 
her tomb, on the anniversary of her death, The whole income of 
her legacy was to be employed; what remained, after the purchase 
of the flawers and other accompanying expenses, was to supply a 
feast for the members of the institution and the magistrates, Hor 
remains were deposited in the Church of the Daurade, covered bya 
marble figure, and an inscription containing her will, At a 
later period her statue was transferred to the society’s private place 
of meeting. It was a recumbent sepulchral figure, the hands 
joined, enclosing a rosary; a lion was at her feet, It was 
altered for its new destination: the arms remade, so as to 
hold the prize flowers, and the lion cut off. In the course of 
time some abuses crept into the administration of the legacy; what 
was intended to be a secondary consideration became ie chief 
object, and a profusely-supplied banquet absorbed the preatent part 
of the revenues. Divisions took place between the capitouls 
(Toulouse magistrates were so eae) and the members of the 
society, for precedence of rights. All this caused a disorganization 
which it required a royal charter to settle. Louls XIV. granted it 
in 1694, constituted the society into an academy, fixed the sum of 
1400 livres for its expenses, maintained the violet and the two other 
prizes as they were then--silver flowers, and added a superior one 
which was a gold amaranthus. A silver lily was eventually added 
by a private donation. The Revolution of 1793 checked and inter: 
rupted, of course, for a time, the celebration of such games, The 
turmoil of revolution ill beeame the study of literature, and poetical 
effusions are only free in times of peace. However, the interru 
tion was as short as possible, and the meetings were resumed fe 
1809 as they are continued at the present day, On the Srd of May 
a public meeting takea place in the Salles des Illustres, a hall of the 
capitol, deriving its name from the busts of all the Toulousan cele- 
brities which decarate its walls. After the delivery of a discourse 
which recala Clémence Isaure more or less directly, and is called 
her panegyric, a deputation is sent to the church where she Hes; 
the prige haan. exhibited on the high altar since morning, are 
delivered into their hands by the priest, after a blessing; they are 
then brought processionally, taking care to traverse on the way the 
aAtreet which bears her name; meanwhile a report has been read to 
& crowded audience of fashion and beauty, which always throngs 
these meetings, on such pieces of prose or verse as deserve notice, 
although nat entitled to prizes. Afterwards the authors to whom 
the flowers have been awarded read their own productions, or, if 
absent, a member of the academy supplies their place. 

Clémence Isaure still presides over the games, for her name is 
ever present. A wreath of roses solemnly placed on her image, 
and the flowers taken from the sanctuary where her mortal remains 
are interred, leave an impression on the successful competitor that 
it is she who confers the gift,

we may, without fear of being accused either of favouritism or of 
unjust laudation, pronounce the production af “ Fiesco” as one of 
the mast gorgeous efforts of managerial taste and talent 
that has appeared. When wo stated that “Fiesco”’ might be 
regarded aa the ‘‘ first proof” of Mr, Anderson’s intention to 
do all that should be done by a manager, we did not mean 
to throw a alight upon what he hag already done, Far from it; 
for we should be unjust, indeed, were wo not to allow that all he 
has hitherto dane has been mare than might have been expected, 
The pantomime waa produced in a style of excellence which left 
most other managers far behind; and the revivals of ‘* As You 
Like It,” ‘The Hunchback,” “ The Lady of Lyons,” and other 
pieces,-when we look upon them as merely Yevivals,—we are 
compelled to own they wore better done than any revivals we have 
soen for many a good day past; but, we repeat, ‘ Fiesco”’ may be 
regarded as Mr, Anderson's first real proof of his good intent, 
This play was the new ligitimate production under his management; 
and if we may augur—and we know enough of ‘the man’s mettle ’” 
to augur with some certainty in our soothsaying—what we see is 
but the shadow of his great “ coming events.” The tragedy of 
‘« Fiesco”’ was strongly cast. Mr. Anderson himself was the hero, and 
his conception of the part evinced no hasty study of its varied phases; 
all its varieties seemed so softened the one into the other that 
they became, as a whole, beautifully harmonious. The gay volup- 
tuary, the thoughtful plotter, the’ designin statesman, and the 
loving husband, never appeared as individualities, but as attributes 
toone great, though selfish intent—ambition., Fiesco” was the 
work of Schiller when a very young man, and consequently shows 
more of the crude ideas of human passions than of a full and just 
knowledge of human nature; thence arises a weakness, if compared 
with that master of all nature, our own immortal Shakspere. The 
story of ‘Fiesco,” which is in most particulars historical, runs 
thus;--The scene is laid in Genog, which, from being a republic, 
has long been subjected to the ducal authority of the great 
Andreas Doria, The autocracy which he had built upon the grati- 
tude of the citizens, and strengthened by the show of a constitution, 
is aspired to by his nephew and designated heir, Giannettino 
Doria, a man disgraced by every social crime, and who does not 
disguise his resolve to convert the mild rule of his uncle into a 
grinding and odious despotism, The citizens murmur alike at the 
present Government and the prospect for the future, and their dis- 
content is wrought to a height by an insolent attempt of Giannet- 
tino to subvert the laws. To this public offence the tyrant adds the 
intentional provocation of a foul outrage on the daughter of the 
chief of the republican party, and Fesco, a noble of high rank and 
beloved by the people, is appealed to as the Deliverer. But Fiesco 
is abandoned to wild self-indulgence—even insults his own wife, 
Leonora, by paying open court to Julia, the sister of the younger 
Doria, herself an abandoned person. Even the republicans begin 
to despair. In two days Giannettino will be elected to the ducal 
chair, in place of his uncle ; and he has resolved on a wholesale 
sacrifice of the obnoxious chiefs, It is now that the real character 
of Fiesco becomes disclosed, Under the follies and vices of a 
débauché he has masked the virtue of a patriot and the ambition to 
be chief of Genoa. He but waits to know on what support he can 
rely; and he has already spent much treasure in bu ing ships and 
hiring soldiers. His secret agent is a Moor, who had been hired by 
Giannettino to assassinate him, This Moor, a compound of the 
rascal, the philosopher, and the humorist, ia subdued and Jed 
captive by the superior intellect and daring of Fiesco, The crimes 
and inaolence of the younger Doria, the patriotism and paternal 
agony of Verrina (the republican ehief), and the ambition of Fiesco, 
are precipitating the plot to its natural issue, when it takes a new 
turn by the resolve of Verving tg gacrifice Fiesco, even in the 
moment of his triumph, should he geek to invest himself with the 
ducal purple. In the earlier development of Fvesco’s character we 
see (ina grandly ae soliloquy) that he is struggling between 
patriotism and personal ambition, The latter at length prevails; 
and Verrina finally accomplishes hig purpose by throwing Fiesco 
into the sea, a8 he is about tg Step into the ducal galley, The 
Verving of Mr. Vandenhoff wag q most striking exhibition of high 
talent.

FINE ARTS. 


BRITISH INSTITUTION. 

_ The opening of the British Institution is an event of great 
importance to all interested in the promotion of the fine arts in 
this country ; and we were glad to observe at the private view, on 
Saturday last, so many distinguished connoisseurs. The heroes 
Wellington and Hardinge might be there scen contemplating one 
of the most illustrious of those Arts which emanate from peace; 
great statesmen and celebrated individuals crowded the rooms, and 
all appeared to enjoy the treat which was there provided for their 
gratification, 

The members of the Royal Academy, a few years ag0, were among 
the principal exhibitors at this Institution, but they appear to be 
gradually losing their interest in it altogether. Stanfield, Turner, 
and Landseer were a host of themselves, and whenever | they 
exhibited on these walls you could not léave the exhibition without 
receiving a lasting proof of their great talents. Although we have 
to regret the absence of such names on the present occasion, the 
collection is a very fair average one, taking the last two or three 
years. One of the most striking and original pictures is No. 30, 

Astronomy,’ J. Sant. The colouring and expression of this work 
are excellent, and there is an originality about the treatment which, 
together with the fine finish and drawing of the whole, place it 
among the first and most striking subjects in the collection. 
No. 149, ‘The Rivals,’ by the same artist, is not 80 much to our 
mind; for, although itis bath well drawn and coloured, the subject

of the cord used for the columns. The inner 
moulding of the arch is to be gold-colour cord, 
quite fine. A piece of similar cord is to be 
carried across the picture horizontally, to 
divide the upper from the lower part, This 
requires some management, as you have to 
make stiletto-holes, close to the columns and 
to the neck of the figure. The lower part of 
the pleture is to be grounded in dead gold, or 
with a peculigr silk® which has the same effect. 
Tt must be worked across in diagonal lines, as 
thick and close as possible, and then crossed 
diagonally, at intervals, in order to keep it 
down, and also to produce the effect of diaper- 
ing. In the ancient work we find a gold 
ground, which appears to be woven, but the 
embroideresses of old may have acquired suf- 
ficient mechanical skill to make their work as 
even as if it had been woven inaloom. This 
will not appear pe ein to those who have 
seen illuminated MSS, written by nons. ‘The 
upper partof the background within the arch 
is to be worked in the common stitch, like the 
draperies, with three shades of blue decca, 
coarser than that used for the figure, to save 
time in filling up. The colour is to be French 
blue, beginning atthe top witha very deepshade, 
and ending near the Narertal cord which 
divides the picture with a very pale but bright 
shade. There is nothing left now to be ex- 
plained except the name ‘* Margaret of Anjou,’’ 
atthe bottom, There are various ways of exe- 
cuting this, One way is to draw the letters 
(in Gothic character, of course) on the hol- 
land, and to embroider them with gold-colour 
silk, or gold thread, in a kind of satin stitch, 
and fill up the ground with ruby-coloured 
decca, Another plan is as follows:-—~ Lay 
down over the holland (before you have put 
the cord on mentioned above) a piece of nar- 
row velvet or very stout silk, the edges of 
which will be concealed by the cord.

ARSENIC AND THE BURIAL CLUBSI~A Wow ARGE 
WITH POISONING HER HUSBAND. ae 


At Worship-street, dnn Merritt, arathey good-looking woman, a parently 
about thirty years of age, was placed at the bar before Mr, Ariold, on sus- 
picion of having murdered her husband, Thomas Merritt, of Clapton, by 
poisoning him With arsenic. From the evidente it appeared that, on the 
2ith ult., the unfortunate deceased expired in great ayony, and with the 
symptoms usually attendant on polsohing with arsenic, and Mr, Toulmin, 
the surgeon, expressed a wish to Open and examine the body, but the 
prisoner objected, and said that the deceased himself had always ‘expressed 
great repugnanece to such a practice, and had made her promise that, in the 
event of his death, ehe would never allow his bod to be opened. The sur- 
geon, therefore, did not press the puubfect further, he 

post-mortem examination.—Mr. Tou min, the surgeon, now said that he 
attended the deceased. He was sent for on the 4th nit, and found the 
deceased violently sick and suffering, and sent him medicine, but on the 
next morning found him dead. On post-mortem examination after the 
inquest, the appearances of the stomach Were such as would be caused by 
an irritant poison, and he therefore detached the stomach and its contents 
with portions of the liver, &c., and conveyed them for analysis to Mr. 
Letheby, professor of chemistry to the London Hospital, and the result was 
a confirmation that death had been Oceasioned by atsenio.—My, Letheby, 
the professor of chemistry, deposed that he extracted 8} grains of arsenic 
in its metallic state from the contents of the stomach.—Mary Gillet, a 
married woman, living in the next house, deposed that she believed that the 
poison was administered in gruel to the deceased.— Frederick William 
Brown, a chemist’s son, identified the prbenee a3 having purchased two« 
Pennyworth of arsenic at his father’s ¢ hop. He marked it « poison,” and 
cautioned her.—In the course of the proceedings it was stated to have been 
ascertained, although not given in evidence, that before the corpse was well 
cold the prisoner received £3, lis. ag burial money from a club to which the 
deceased had belonged. She was remanded,
